THE  HISTORY  OF  THE  GRIM  REAPERS 

The  “Grim  Reapers”  may  not  be  the  oldest  fighting  squadron  in  the  Air  Force  today,  but  it  acknowl¬ 
edges  the  superiority  of  none  as  to  service  and  versatility.  The  squadron  record  is  one  of  which  every  member 
can  be  justly  proud. 

Originating  as  the  104th  Surveillance  Squadron  in  1917,  it  saw  action  for  over  a  year  in  World  War  I 
as  an  observation  and  ground  support  unit  with  over  200  sorties  to  its  credit.  Returning  to  the  United  States 
after  the  Armistice,  it  was  deactivated,  but  within  tv;o  months  called  back  into  service  as  a  member  of  the 
Mexican  Border  Patrol,  where  it  served  until  its  deactivation  in  1920. 

On  March  29,  1921,  the  10th  was  redesignated  as  the  13th  Attack  Squadron,  attached  to  the  3d  Group  and 
flew  the  air  mail  routes.  It  was  about  this  time  that  our  new  insignia  was  adopted — ^our  present  little  skele¬ 
ton,  “Oscar”,  with  the  bloody  scythe.  This  was  “borrowed”  from  the  13th  Fighter  Squadron,  which  saw  action 
alongside  of  the  104th  in  France.  The  outfit  was  again  disbanded  in  1924. 

Revived  again  in  1929,  the  Squadron  did  service  at  Fort  Crockett,  Texas  as  a  returned  member  of  the 
3d  Group  until  1934,  when  its  activities  were  transferred  to  Barksdale  Field.  At  this  time,  the  13th  Pursuit 
Squadron  incorporated  with  the  present  13th  Attack  Squadron.  This  was  a  good  combination,  for  in  1936  as 
a  part  of  the  3d  Group  it  won  the  Columbian  Safety  Award  for  its  accomplishments. 

The  13th  Squadron  was  transferred  to  Savannah,  Georgia  in  October  of  1940  where  it  remained  until 
the  outbreak  of  World  War  II.  Leaving  the  United  States  in  January  1942  as  one  of  the  first  units  to  go 
overseas,  the  Squadron  saw  service  in  B-26’s  over  New  Guinea  and  New  Britain,  serving  primarily  as  an  armed 
reconnaissance  unit,  preying  on  Japanese  shipping  during  1943  and  1944.  At  this  time  it  also  participated  in 
the  famous  raids  on  Nassau  Bay  and  Rabaul  plus  leading  the  attack  on  Wewack  Airfield.  As  the  war  progress¬ 
ed,  more  attacks  and  medium  altitude  raids  were  made  on  such  targets  as  Luzon,  Battan  and  Corregidor. 

Moving  to  Okinawa  via  the  Phillipines  early  in  1945,  the  Squadron  continued  its  attacks  on  Japanese 
island  strongholds  using  the  new  Douglas  A-26.  Finally  they  struck  at  Formosa  and  the  Japanese  homeland 
of  Kyushu.  These  strikes  were  decisive  blows  to  the  weakening  enemy  and  were  continued  until  the  capitula¬ 
tion  on  6  August  1945.  During  the  conflict,  over  1000  missions  were  flown  with  very  telling  effects  on  enemy 
installations. 

Stationed  at  Johnson  AFB  in  August  of  1945  in  Japan,  it  was  one  of  the  first  flying  units  to  begin  oc¬ 
cupation  duty.  During  its  period  of  occupation,  the  outfit  returned  to  its  peacetime  strength  and  spent  much 
of  its  time  on  practice  maneuvers. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  Korean  conflict,  the  13th  was  again  one  of  the  first  to  see  aerial  combat.  On 
28  June  1950  it  participated  in  the  first  raid  on  the  North  Korean  capital  of  Pyongyang  and  continued  the 
same  type  of  low  level  bombing  attacks  on  all  strategic  Communist  targets.  Moving  to  Iwakuni  Airfield  in 
July  of  1950,  these  attacks  were  continued  and  played  a  deciding  role  in  the  Battle  of  the  Pusan  perimeter. 

The  13th  Squadron  made  the  first  Night  Intruder  attacks  on  North  Korean  forces  and  has  continued 
these  same  operations  until  the  present  time,  with  occasional  daylight  low  level  raids. 

Since  entering  the  Korean  Police  Action,  the  13th  Bomb  Squadron  has  flown  approximately  4000  combat 
sorties  with  expenditures  of  armament  unequalled  by  any  other  organization.  By  the  destructive  blows  dealt 
to  the  Communist  Aggressor,  the  members  of  the  “Fighting  13th”  have  aptly  lived  up  to  their  nickname,  “The 
Grim  Reapers”.  Stauffer

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“I  WAS  WITH  THE  FIGHTING  GRIM  REAPER  SQUADRON’^ 

By  Capt.  Knutts 

as  told  to  Lt.  Stanley  D.  Hyman 


On  23  December,  1950  I  arrived  in  Japan  after 
a  brief  flight  across  the  Pacific  ocean  in  a  luxurious 
MATS  Clipper.  Grim,  determined  and  eager  to  get 
into  combat  and  get  my  first  taste  of  blood.  I  ran 
down  the  gangway  at  the  Tokyo  Airdrome  screaming, 
“let  me  at  those  I’ll  kill  ’em,  I’ll 

murder  ’em,  until  I  was  apprehended  by  two  Air 
Policemen.  (Ed.  note:  People  who  had  been  over 
here  for  some  time  apparently  were  not  familiar  with 
the  calibre  or  enthusiasm  of  the  newly  recalled 
replacements  arriving  to  do  their  share.)

The  Air  Police  released  me  immediately  upon 
presentation  of  my  orders  proving  that  I  was  high 
priority  material  that  had  to  be  “fireballed”  through 
channels;  I  was  a  B-26  pilot  with  experience!  I 


reprimanded  them  for  their  blase  attitude,  and  still 
frothing  at  the  mouth,  rushed  to  an  awaiting  truck 
and  roared  away  to  the  processing  center.  Knutts 
was  here  to  do  his  part . 

A  month  later  I  was  assigned  to  the  3rd  Bomb 
Wing.  The  first  morning  when  I  awoke  in  the 
Transient  Officers  Quarters,  I  found  the  Billeting 
Officer  going  through  my  trousers  in  a  vain  attempt 
to  find  twenty -five  cents  for  the  rental  of  the  cot. 

I  knew  then  that  this  was  going  to  be  a  tough  war. 

I  met  the  C.  O.  of  the  Grim  Reaper  Squadron, 
and  was  impressed  with  the  fervor  of  his  speech  to 
me.  He  told  me  of  the  many  sorties  they  had  carried 
out;  how  much  damage  they  inflicted  and  the  tre¬ 
mendous  amount  of  armament  expended.  The  Grim 
Reaper  Squadron  was  first  in  everything,  including 
the  “Night  Intruder”  missions  in  town.  My,  but  I 
was  proud  to  be  part  of  such  a  fine  organization. 

Fired  with  enthusiasm,  I  reported  to  operations 
where  I  met  the  tight-lipped,  determined  Operation’s 
Officer  and  his  staff.  They  looked  me  over  with 
cold,  calculating  stares  and  I  braced  myself  for  the 
challange.  I  would  show  them  I  knew  no  fear!  I 
let  a  smile  play  over  my  lips  and  said,  “let  me  at 
those  bums.  I’ll  show  ’em”.  Their  reaction  was 
slightly  different  from  what  I  expected. 

I  sat  in  Operations  in  my  flying  gear  for  the 
next  three  weeks.  Each  time  the  Operation’s  Officer 
looked  at  me  I  jumped  up  and  assumed  my  grimmest 
look;  I  was  chaffing  at  the  bridle  and  seething  for 
action.  Then  one  day  he  finally  spoke  to  me  and 
said,  “Knutts,  I  need  an  x\0  and  you  are  just  the 
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man  for  the  job.” 

The  next  two  weeks  I  was  employed  as  AO, 
OG,  Tower  Officer,  Squadron  Duty  Officer,  clothes 
hook  and  hat  rack.  The  war  was  getting  harder  to 
take,  but  1  was  glad  to  do  my  share. 

'rime  passed  and  finally  the  big  day  arrived.  I 
was  to  take  a  “Dollar  Ride”,  the  Air  Force  term  for 
the  first  orientation  ride  over  enemy  territory.  I  was 
going  to  see  for  myself  what  was  going  on  during 
an  actual  mission;  I  was  going  to  be  part  of  a  “War 
Story.”  1  wasn’t  excited,  I  wasn’t  scared.  I  was  a 
soldier  and  prepared  for  anything,  and  as  I  prepared 
for  the  mission  I  cooly  collected  my  combat  gear  and 
got  dressed.  The  only  reaction  that  I  had  was  the 
urge  to  go  to  the  latrine  every  ten  minutes.  .  . . 

'I'he  “Dollar  Ride”  was  quite  an  experience.  I 
had  the  privilege  of  sitting  on  the  jump  seat  behind 
the  navigator  for  the  entire  mission,  'i'he  pilot  ex¬ 
plained  how  lucky  I  was  to  have  the  best  seat  in  the 
plane,  but  it  was  a  little  hard  to  realize  this  after 
six  hours  had  elapsed,  as  my  legs  and  buttocks  were 
numb  from  lack  of  movement  and  my  face  was  blue 
with  cold.  However,  I  realized  the  experience  that  I 
was  getting  and  did  not  complain. 

I  learned  a  lot  from  the  mission.  I  discovered 
why  the  Navigator’s  helmet  bulged  rythmically  at 
the  sides  as  I  looked  at  the  back  of  his  head  hour 


after  hour  in  the  darkness.  He  was  chewing  gum 
and  his  helmet  was  too  tight.  What  an  enlightening 
ride ! 

It  wasn’t  long  before  I  had  accumulated  eighteen 
missions.  I  was  a  veritable  killer  as  I  twisted  and 
dived  on  the  hapless  Communists  below  me.... but 
my  combat  experiences  were  beginning  to  tell  on 
me;  I  started  to  look  and  act  like  the  veteran 
sergeant  in  Operations  who  had  attracted  my  atten¬ 
tion  when  I  first  arrived  there ....  he  was  slightly 
eccentric,  but  due  to  the  sentiment  of  his  superior 
officers,  he  was  allowed  to  stay  on  the  job.  Gad! 
what  had  the  future  in  store  for  me? 

Here  I  am  in  the  'bokyo  General  Hospital.  'The 
doctor  said  that  maybe  after  a  year  they  would  let 
me  walk  around  outside  my  cell  without  my  keeper. 
When  that  happened,  I  would  be  sent  to  the 
processing  center  for  reassignment.  . .  .probably  as  an 
instructor.  Editors  Note:  Lt.  Hymaii  was  allowed 
to  ham  this  interesting  intervieiv  ivith  Ca.pt.  Knutts 
tvhile  the  patient  tvas  being  given  a  tepid  bath,,  and 
has  tried  to  capture  the  patient's  moods  as  he  related 
his  experiences  during  his  brief  career  as  a  combat 
pilot.
